We may get more than 
our share, in the next few 
years. One good reason why 
the future population’ growth 
is certain is because only 
50 percent of Upland hias 
been ‘urbanized’. That is, 
about six square miles with- 
in our city limits remain 
untouched by the ‘‘subdivi- 
sionitis’”’ that has hit many 
of our neighboring commun- 
ities. 

“Upper” San _ Antonio 
Heights is the current ob- 
ject of zoning discussion. . 
Persons close to that un- 
developed area realize that 
“once the standards are 
lowered they can never be 
raised’’, So, an effort is be- 
ing made to establish ‘‘es- 
tate’’ type of home sites 
along the foothill area, 

Planning is a real prob- 
lem for public officials. 

Some people want chang- 
es — seemingly regardless 
of what kind of change. 

Other people want chang- 
es only if those changes 
bring real community ad- 
vancement. 

And so it goes. 

One of the very~import- 
ant downtown developments 
will occur at the ‘First Na- 
tional Bank’’ corner. Acqui- 
sition by the bank of the 
General Telephone Co. 
building for purposes of ex- 
pansion will result in major 


changes in the downtown 
area, ‘ 
Incidentally, it will be 


very interesting to observe 
how the telephone company 
will maintain its pleasant 
relations with the public 
through a bank teller. As 
of July 1, local telephone 
subscribers are to pay their 
bills through the bank.

Urge Replacement 


Fungus Killing 
Euclid’s Famed 
Pepper Trees 


“T’m afraid we'll have a Cie 


bare ‘avenue in several 
years,’’ unless a program of 
replacement of the diseased | 
pepper trees in the Euclid} 
Ave. parkway is undertaken 
soon, was the report of City 
Manager Elwin Alder heard 
by the city council Thurs- 
day night. 

“It’s a costly item to con- 
sider replacement,’’ Mr. Al- 





der said, but added it would 
soon be a ‘necessity if the 
famed avenue is not to be 
denuded of its trees. 

He reported the serious 
problem has reached the 
stage where action must not 
be long delayed, as the trees 
are dying and little can be 
done to save them. 

Oak root fungus was de- 
signated by Mr. Alder as the 
disease killing ‘the prized 
peppers. He said the park- 
way trees south of Foothill 
Blvd., and especially those 
south of Ninth St., have been 
severely attacked by the 
fungus. Irrigated soil neces- 
sary for the parkway turf 
was cited by the city mian- 
ager as unhealthy for pepper 
trees. He said the city was 
treating all.areas where the 
oak root fungus has attacked, 
but with poor results. 

Councilman Wm. Kisting- 
er cited the problem as one 
of concern to the entire 
community as the fungus 
spreads quickly, once it is 
started, thus endangering 
the entire community and its 
valued trees.

Approved-By 
65% of Vote 


Sixty-five per cent of the 
voters in the Upland school 
district favored the “excess” 
schoo] tax rate as proposed 
in Friday’s election, accord- 
ing to an analysis of the re- 
turns. 

The Upland vote was 875 
“Yes” and 460 “No” to permit 
the Upland school district 
tax rate to be a maximum of 
$1.85. 

The Chaffey high school 
“excess” rate was also ap- 
proved by 57 per cent of the 
voters. The Ontario element- 
ary school district ‘‘excess’ 
rate was favored by 59 per 
cent of the persons casting 
ballots. 

All persons connected with 
the effort to get the voters’ 
approval expressed elation 
over the local result. 

By voting places, the vote 
on the elementary rate fol- 
lows: 

Elementary school, yes 
163; no 135; Sierra Vista 
school, yes 198; no 121; 18th 
St. school, yes 161; no 67; 
Upland high school, yes 353; 
no 137. 

Mrs. Raymond Kay, unop- 
posed, was returned to the 
Upland board, her vote total 
being 1,195. 

Robin S. Heyer, Fontana, 
was elected to the Chaffey 
college board over Jack Hod- 
son, Upland, in the only con- 
test on Friday. The strong 
support won by Heyer in his 
home community exceeded 
the favorable vote received 
by Mr. Hodson in this area. 

Chas. M. Smith, Alta Loma, 
was chosen as a new member 
of the Chaffey high school 
board. He fills the place 
formerly held by A. H. Ut- 
man, Etiwanda, who is re- 
tiring from the school post 
after more than 10 years of 
service.

it. He just goes on to anoth-| 


er book, and he may read 
as many as five or six books, 
over a period of a year or 
more, before he finds one 
he can rave about. The pub- 
lic should be just as inde- 
perdent and adventurous 
about looking at art,’’ ‘sug- 
gests artist Darrow. ‘‘Dis- 
covering what an artist has 
to say is a personal experi- 
ence between the viewer and 
the artist. No one else’s op- 
inion matters.’’ 


NOT PHOTOGRAPHIC 


Darrow, who is a native 
Pasadenan and known as a 
muralist, cartoonist and 
painter, says that if you 
come out of an exhibition 
liking a single picture, the 
show you’ve visited is a suc- 
cess. More people will enjoy 
modern art, says Darrow, if 
they can bear in mind that 
an artist does not want to 
do what a camera does, 
render an image with almost 
perfect exactness. On the 


contrary, he aspirs to ex- 
pressing beauty or truth 
“with a difference.’ He 


knows that if he succeeds, 
he can give a measure of 
greatness to triviality. 

So, recommends Darrow, 
look beyond the pot boilers 
in your local gallery, the 
Ming goddess under a mag- 
nolia tree or a horse in the 
field, for exaggeration of col- 
or, mass, or.line. Cezanne, 
he recalls, did hundreds of 
paintings of the view of Mont 
Saint Victoire out of his stu- 
dio window because the sub- 
ject teased him into a thous- 
and emphases. No camera, 
says Darrow, could possibly 
have conveyed the meanings 
the mountain had for the 
Frenchman.

Such no- 
tice informs the property 
owners of the city ordinance 
requiring removal of weeds 
as a matter of civic pride,

The notices. also state that 
a property owner is respon- 
sible for’ weed abatement on 
his actual property, adjoin-

ing streets, alleys and park- 
ways. 

Three possible alternatives 
for the weed abatement are 
listed. First is removal of 
weeds by the city on request 
of the property owner. A 
form for making such re- 
quest is included with the 
notice. Thus authorized, the 
city cleans the specific area 
of weeds and bills the owner 
for the ‘actual cost of ‘the 
cleaning plus 10% for office 
overhead. 

A second alternative, and 
the one most favored. by the 
city, is for removal of weeds 
by the property owner. Chief 
Paulin cites this as the least 
expensive method, and urges 
property owners desiring to 
do their own weed abatement 
to complete the clean-up be- 
fore inspection by the city 
in mid-June. 

Third Alternative 

Third alternative for weed 
abatement is for removal of 
the weeds by ‘the city ‘after 
the property has been legally 
posted, which results when 
the weeds are not cleared by 
the owner nor the city auth- 
orized to clean the area. Cost 
of cleaning and posting is 
then placed as a lien against 
the property and itemized on 
the annual tax bill for the 
property. 

Chief Paulin requests per- 
{sons doing their own weed 
clearance by fire to give 
proper protection to trees 
growing in any parkways 
involved. He also reminds 
that city ordinance prohibits 
anyone from. starting or 
maintaining an open fire 
without first obtaining a city 
permit to do so from the 
Fire department chief. 

Heavy Weed Crop 

“Weeds are particularly] 
heavy this year because of! 
jlate rains,’ Chief Paulin) 
states. ‘“‘Weeds close _ to! 
buildings and_ incinerators 
should ‘be cleaned out im- 
mediately. A couple of warm | 
days will dry the weeds, 
creating a fire menace,” he! 
added. Fire Inspector Leon| 
Liamphear will be in charge} 
| of the weed abatement pro-
